Enclosed is material supporting the request to deny registration of Stephen- P. 
Belford. In addition to pleading guilty of the charges indicated, according to 
Detective Richard Hutch of the Town of Poughkeepsie Police he has been twice 
treated against his will at the Hudson Valley Psychiatric Center. Although a 
direct contact homosexual episode was not proven in this specific instance, there 
is high suspicion that it would have happened if not caught in time and that pre- 
vious (though undocumented) experiences had occurred. 

The fact remains that Stephen pled guilty to "endangering the welfare of a child" 
which should be sufficient for us to deny registration with the 3SA.
